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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to Counting, scheduling, or event timing. The subject matter 
wherein counting is performed, an event is timed, or operation is scheduled using 
a generated interval, classified in class 713, subclass 502. 

II. Claims 18-41, drawn to the authentication of an entity and a message. The subject 
matter wherein a transmission or reception entity and a corresponding message 
are determined to be genuine, classified in class 713, subclass 170. 

2. The invention of group I and group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be; separately usable. In the instant case invention [ I ] has separate utility such as 
watchdog timer which monitor input and compare with abnormality determining times or 
preventing clock drifting in a system by periodically checking for the last update time. In the 
instant case invention [ II ] has separate utility such as electronic communication includes digital 
signature, or encryption, encoding etc.. to insure that the messages are authentic. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). \ 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 
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3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Klutsch on May 5 2005 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
